graph companies is still in force, and all 
Slate tax now levied against these cor- 
porations are under the provisions of thai 
act. The line of tbo International Com- 
pany is controlled and operated by the 
Western Union and under tbe terms of the 
contract, all taxes ascensed against Ihe In- 
ternational are payable by tbe Western 
Union. 


Tbe favorable decision of the court, sus- 


taining the consttlutlonaliiy ol these acts, 
cannot be overestimated. It is of vital and 
paramount Importance lo tbe people of tbe 
Slate, and establishes a governing princi- 
ple for future u8Bet>smenta against all lele- 
xrapb companies exercising their powers 
and franchises within the Slate. Since tbe 
enactment of the statute imposing a State 
tax upon telegraph companies, a charter 
has been granted the Eastern Telegraph 
Company of Maine, and a line has been 
constructed Irom Boston to Portland, Ban- 
(Zor, Lewlston, Augusta, Bath, Belfast and 
other important points.

BUSINESS CORPORATIONS. 


The statute relating to the organization 


of business corporations will receive tbe 
attention of the Legislature. 
In numerous 


instances corporate bodies are being crea- 
ted and in no way or form contributing to 
tbe resources of the State in return for the 
privilege granted. Some revenue should 
be secured from this source. 
Whether it 


^haH be in tbe form of a reasonable fee te 
be paid directly to the State Treasurer for 
tbe benefit of the State, upon organization 
or secured In some other manner, will be 
determined by tbe Legislature. 


It will be found upon examination (hut 


many organizations have, been formed 
the Stale, not lor the accumulation of locality 
but having in view some district, village or 
town Improvement, or aiding m the ad- 
vancement of tbe 2rent agricultural and 
other material interests of tbe State, or for 
purposes of a like character. 


These organizations In many instances 


have assumed the form of corporations, 
and under a strict construction of tbe law 
arc liable to make the required returns and 
incur the penalty for sucb neglect. I thio'k 
it may be safely said tbat if taxable prop- 
erly exists belonging to such organiza- 
tions; it is open and visible, and whatever

will be directly upon the property^ aod no 
advantage can result to tbe State by re- 
quiring returns from such beneficial organ-

A modification of the statute, ia this re- 


spect, at least, may he deemed desirable 
by the Legislature.
